GRAND  PATRIARCH'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Grand  Encampment,  I.  O.  O.  /^,  of  Indiana  : 

Patriarchs — Through  the  kindness  of  an  all-wise  Father,  we  are  once 
more  permitted  to  re-assemble  in  annual  session,  to  review  the  work  of  the 
past  year  and  to  counsel  together  for  the  advancement  of  our  beloved  Order. 
When  I  assumed  the  oflSce  and  duties  of  Grand  Patriarch  of  this  jurisdiction, 
I  promised  to  fulfill  them  to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  to  put  forth  my  heart- 
felt efforts.  How  well  I  have  kept  that  promise  I  leave  you  to  judge.  I  only 
ask  an  impartial  decision  and  pray  that  the  mantle  of  charity  be  thrown  over 
my  unintentional  shortcomings. 

With  great  pleasure  I  report  to  you  the  prosperous  condition  of  the  Patri- 
archs' branch  of  the  Order  in  Indiana.  Our  reports  show  a  steady  gain 
throughout  this  jurisdiction.  Twelve  new  Encampments  have  been  insti- 
tuted by  dispensation  and  three  by  charter,  three  resuscitated  and  two  char- 
ters arrested. 

I  regret  very  much  that  I  was  not  able  to  visit  as  many  Encampments  as  I 
have  been  asked  to  do,  my  business  engagements  being  such  as  to  make  it 
-entirely  impossible. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

During  the  year  I  have  granted  dispensations  for  Encampments  at  Dills- 
horough,  Spencer,  Mulberry,  North  Salem,  Carbon,  East  Germantown,  Stock- 
well,  Homer,  Sugar  Branch,  South  Milford,  Toledo  and  Kokomo. 

ENCAMPMENTS  INSTITUTED. 

Dillsborough  Encampment,  No.  227,  was  instituted  at  Dillsborough,  Dear- 
born county,  December  28,  1894,  by  Geo.  Trester,  Special  Deputy. 

Spencer  Encampment,  No.  228,  was  instituted  at  Spencer,  Owen  county, 
January  4,  1895,  by  J,  W.  Smith,  Past  Grand  Representative,  Special  Deputy. 

Charity  Encampment,  No.  229,  was  instituted  at  Mulberry,  Clinton  county, 
January  16,  1895,  by  O.  I.  Thompson,  Special  Deputy.

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Toledo  Encampment,  No.  239,  was  instituted  at  Toledo,  Huntington  county, 
August  23,  1895,  by  John  H.  Goss,  Special  Deputy. 

Progress  Encampment,  No.  240,  was  instituted  at  Kokomo,  Howard  county, 
September  13,  1895,  by  John  S.  Byer,  Grand  Patriarch. 

In  this  connection  I  would  say,  I  fully  realize  the  step  taken  in  establishing 
Progress  Encampment,  No.  240,  after  the  action  of  the  last  Grand  Encamp- 
ment in  refusing  them  a  charter.  But  as  Kokomo,  No.  61,  had  given  their  con- 
sent, and  after  a  thorough  investigation,  I  thought  best  to  grant  them  a  dis- 
pensation. In  no  case  have  I  granted  a  dispensation  without  the  consent  of 
the  nearest  Encampment,  and  I  have  no  cause  to  regret  my  action.  These 
Encampments  will  add  materially  to  our  strength,  and  are  all  prosperous. 

I  would  recommend  that  charters  be  granted  in  lieu  of  dispensations. 

rE-organizEd. 

DePauw,  No.  iii,at  Scottsburg. — On  December  it,  1894,  I  wrote  Patriarch 
George  Beckman,  of  Seymour,  to  visit  the  brothers  at  Scottsburg,  and  if  there 
were  no  immediate  prospects  for  re-organization,  to  take  up  their  charter. 
The  result  of  Bro.  Beckman's  visit  was,  that  in  January,  1895,  the  team  from 
No.  109,  at  Seymour,  visited  DePauw,  No.  iii,  and  admitted,  advanced  and  ex- 
alted fourteen  brothers  to  the  R.  P.  Degree.  No.  iii  is  again  among  our 
working  Encampments. 

REDKEY,  NO.  172. 

On  January  2,  1894,  their  lodge  hall  was  burned.  No.  172  losing  everything" 
except  their  charter  and  one  ritual.  After  considerable  correspondence  I  paid 
them  a  visit,  the  result  being  that  their  reports  were  made  out,  officers  elected,, 
and  they  are  again  at  work.  I  would  recommend  that  they  be  furnished  with 
a  new  set -of  rituals  free. 

GARDNER,  NO.  I06,  AT  WBERTY. 

This  Encampment  has  done  no  work,  or  made  any  reports,  for  more  than 
ten  years,  their  last  meeting  of  record  being  January  28,  1884.  I  visited  them 
on  July  29  for  the  express  purpose  of  arresting  their  charter,  but  on  arriving^ 
there  was  met  by  eight  of  the  old  Patriarchs,  who  refused  to  give  up  the  char- 
ter. They  showed  me  an  agreement,  signed  by  nine  of  the  old  members  and 
twenty  Third  Degree  members,  to  re-organize  not  later  than  September  i.  Re- 
ports were  made  out,  new  officers  installed,  and  on  October  i  the  team  from 
White  Water,  No.  33,  of  Connersville,  went  to  Iviberty  and  conferred  the  work 
on  thirteen  candidates,  and  No.  106  can  now  be  classed  among  the  workers. 

CHARTERS  ARRESTED. 

At  the  last  session  the  incoming  Grand  Patriarch  was  instructed  to  notify 
delinquents  that  unless  they  reported  by  March  1,1895,  he  should  take  up 
their  charters.  I  extended  the  time.tojuly  10.  On  July  11  I  requested  J.  M. 
Lang,  G.  H.  P.,  to  go  to  Vincennes  and  arrest  the  charter  of  Mt.  Olive,  No.  18, 
which  duty  was  performed  July  16,  1895.  The  charter  is  now  in  possession  of 
the  Grand  Scribe. 

On  July  22  I  requested  H.  G.  Thayer,  D.  D.  G.  M.,  to  take  up  the  charter  of 
Plymouth  Encampment,  No.  113.  This  was  done  and  the  charter  is  now  in 
possession  of  the  Grand  Scribe. 

REMOVAX. 

December  8,  1894,  I  received  under  seal,  application  to  remove  Columbia 
Encampment,  No.  220,  from  Ivandessville  to  Van  Buren,  Grant  county.  All 
Encampments  and.  Ivodges  interested  recommended  the  same.  Following 
the  precedent  of  my  worthy  predecessor,  on  February  11,  1895,  I  authorized 
the  same,  which  was  fully  effected. 
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CONSOI^IDATION. 

I  herewith  file  for  your  consideration,  application  of  Converse  Encamp- 
ment, No.  211,  and  Lowell  Encampment,  No.  193,  to  consolidate  under  the 
name  of  Converse,  No.  211,  to  be  located  at  Converse.  I  would  recommend 
that  the  petition  be  granted. 

AMBIA — NEW  ENCAMPMENT. 

I  have  received  petition  for  an  Encampment  to  be  located  at  Ambia,  Ben- 
ton county,  which  petition,  together  with  all  papers,  I  file  for  your  considera- 
tion. 

DECISIONS. 

During  the  year,  I  have  been  called  upon  to  render  opinions  upon  a  great 
number  of  questions  that,  had  the  Patriarchs  taken  the  time  to  read  the  laws, 
Ihey  could  have  answered  for  themselves.  I  do  not  deem  any  of  sufficient 
importance  to  be  mentioned  in  this  report,  except  the  following  : 

First.  A  Patriarch  while  drawing  benefits,  became  intoxicated.  Must  the 
Encampment  still  pay  him,  or  can  charges  be  preferred  at  a  called  meeting  ? 
Answer.  Withhold  the  benefits  pending  trial.  Charges  must  be  preferred  at 
a  regular  meeting. 

Second.  Can  an  Encampment  amend  its  By-Laws,  to  pay  only  one  dollar 
per  week  after  the  first  thirteen  weeks.  If  so,  would  it  affect  one  who  was 
then  drawing  benefits  ?  Answer.  Yes,  and  would  affect  the  Patriarch  draw- 
ing benefits,  provided  the  Patriarch  had  drawn  thirteen  weeks.  See  Chapter 
IV,  Section  7,  foot-note  14. 

YORKTOWN   ENCAMPMENT. 

May  18,  1894,  Grand  Patriarch  Shirts  granted  a  dispensation  for  an  En- 
campment at  Yorktown,  Delaware  county.  For  some  reason,  this  has  not  yet 
been  instituted.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  dispensation  be 
revoked. 

DISCIPIvINE. 

At  our  last  session,  Patriarch  Fred  A.  Ragan,  a  Representative  of  No.  66, 
appeared  intoxicated.  Charges  were  ordered  sent  to  his  Encampment.  Grant 
Encampment,  No.  66,  tried  the  Patriarch,  but  failed  to  fix  a  penalty.  After- 
ward, his  Lodge  preferred  charges  and   suspended  him  for  eighteen  months. 

This  should  be  a  warning  to  others  who  attend  our  Grand  Bodies  for  no 
other  purpose  than  to  have  a  good  time  (so  called).  "We  war  against  vice 
in  all  its  forms." 

Mt.  Pisgah  Encampment,  No.  107.  At  the  November  session,  1894,  Mt. 
Pisgah  Encampment,  No.  107,  was  instructed  to  appoint  a  committee  of  P. 
C.  P's  to  hear  the  complaint  of  Patriarch  Reason  Bell,  as  per  Section  18,  Chap- 
ter IV,  General  Laws,  Under  date  of  October  23,  1895,  Brother  Bell  complains 
that  they  refused  to  comply  with  the  request  of  this  Grand  Encampment.  I 
would  recommend  that  such  action  be  taken  which  will  compel  them  to 
comply. 

D.  D.  G.  P.  REPORTS. 

In  most  cases  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Patriarchs  have  been  prompt  with 
reports,  while  some  have  entirely  ignored  the  Grand  Patriarch.  Encamp- 
ments should  recommend  only  such  Patriarchs  for  D.  D.  G.  P.  who  will  do 
their  whole  duty.  To  those  who  so  kindly  assisted  me  in  my  work,  I  would 
return  my  sincere  thanks. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

I  have  received  a  large  number  of  letters  from  officers  and  Patriarchs  re- 
lating to  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order.  I  have  endeavored  to  answer 
all  as  promptly  as  circumstances  would  permit.  As  I  close  my  duties,  none  re- 
main to  be  answered,  over  five  hundred  letters  having  been  written. 
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OFFICIAI.  DUTIES. 


My  duties  as  Grand  Patriarch  have,  at  times,  been  heavy,  but  never  bur- 
densome. I  have  striven  to  follow  the  teachings  of  the  Golden  Rule,  and  have 
found  our  great  brotherhood  willing  at  all  times  to  assist  with  the  work.  If  I 
have  lessened  the  burden  of  my  brethren,  and  have  helped  them  more  fully 
to  appreciate  the  teachings  of  our  beloved  Order,  I  shall  have  been  fully  re- 
paid for  my  labors. 

MEMORIAI,. 

We  are  again  forcibly  reminded  "  That  all  that  is  born  must  die."  On 
August  25,  I  received  a  telegram  announcing  the  death  of  Dr.  N.  P.  Howard, 
Past  Grand  Patriarch,  at  his  home  in  Greenfield,  Ind.  I  would  recommend 
that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  suitable  resolutions,,  to  be 
adopted  by  this  Grand  Encampment. 

DISTRICT  MEETINGS. 

No  provision  being  made  for  the  expenses  of  District  Meetings,  and  no 
Encampments  asking  for  them,  none  were  held.  I  believe  they  would  do 
the  Encampments  much  good.  I  also  believe  this  Grand  Encampment  should 
share  the  expense  of  same,  and  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  fifty  dol- 
lars, or  so  much  thereof  as  is  required,  be  set  apart  for  this  purpose. 


Before  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  return  my  thanks  to  all  who  have 
assisted  me  in  any  way,  and  especially  to  Bro.  B.  F.  Foster,  Grand  Scribe ;  to 
John  Reynolds,  and  to   1  he  Talisman  ;  to  J.  M.  Lang,  Grand  High  Priest. 

CONCI^USION. 

Patriarchs — My  duties  as  Grand  Patriarch  will  close  with  the  installation 
of  my  successor.  I  wish  to  thank  you  heartily  for  the  high  honor  you  have 
conferred  upon  me  and  upon  my  Encampment,  in  elevating  me  to  this  high 
and  noble  position.  May  we  all  "press  on,"  and  as  we  cross  the  wilderness  of 
life,  ignorant  of  what  lies  beyond,  may  we  have  the  faith  of  Abraham  and  ex- 
emplify by  our  lives  the  teachings  of  the  Golden  Rule  as  taught  by  the  Great 
Teacher :  "  As  ye  would  that  men  should  do  unto  you,  do  ye  even  so  unto 
them,"  and  when  we  at  last  reach  that  great  river,  from  which  none  return, 
and  at  last  reach  the  Great  High  Priest's  tent  above,  may  we  hear  the  sweet 
music  of  the  angels,  and  hear  the  welcome,  "  Well  done,  enter  thou  in,"  and 
may  it  also  be  said  of  us,  "  He  hath  done  what  he  could."

GRAND  SCRIBK'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Grand  Encampment,  1.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  work  and  condition  of  the  Subordinate 
Encampments  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1895.  Our  report  embraces  the 
work  of  two  terms- -one  ending  December  31,  1894,  and  the  other  June  30, 
1895.  From  the  statistics  presented,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an  increased 
activity  in  this  branch  of  the  Order.  During  the  year  sora^  fourteen  new  En- 
campments have  been  instituted— several  that  had  been  dormant  for  some 
time,  have  been  re-organized,  and  gone  to  work.  For  a  complete  record  of 
these,  you  are  referred  to  the  report  of  our  Grand  Patriarch, 

Our  relief  report  for  the  year  is  very  large,  and  may  be  summed  up  as  fol- 
lows :  One  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty -nine  Patriarchs,  and  twelve  wid- 
owed families  have  been  relieved.  The  sum  of  $16,349.55  has  been  paid  for 
the  relief  of  Patriarchs,  $85.50  for  the  relief  of  widowed  families;  $3,213.43 
for  burying  the  dead,  and  $481.28  for  other  charitable  purposes,  making  the 
total  amount  of  relief  $20,129.76, 

This  exhibit  of  the  amount  of  relief  paid  by  this  branch  of  the  Order,  is 
very  gratifying  when  we  consider  the  fact  that  the  Subordinate  Lodge,  is  the 
great  fountain  of  relief.

GRAND  REPRBSENTAXIVBS'  REPORT. 

To  the  Grand  Encampment  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Indiana  : 

Your  Representatives,  in  the  performance  of  their  duty  as  such,  attended 
the  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  held  at  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  Sep- 
tember 16  to  22,  1895,  and  herewith  submit  our  report  of  the  business  of  such 
session,  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  this  branch  of  the  Order. 

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND    SIRE. 

This  report  shows  that  every  branch  of  the  Order  is  in  a  flourishing  condi- 
tion and  that  the  increase  of  Subordinate  Encampments  during  the  last  year 
was  fifty-three.  We  quote  from  a  report  of  special  statements  relating  to  the 
Canton  Branch  as  follows : 

"  In  the  Canton  Branch  they  are  not  reported,  but  from  information  from 
Department  Commanders,  unusual  prosperity  prevails.  The  Chevaliers  are 
taking  on  new  activity.  Many  dormant  Cantons  have  been  revived,  and  new 
ones  organized  and  mustered  in. 

The  failure  to  forward  detailed  returns  is  not  owing  to  any  inefficiency  on 
the  part  of  the  Department  Commanders,  or  their  Assistant  Adjutant-Gen- 
erals. The  disordered  state  of  this  branch,  disclosed  by  the  removal  of  Army 
Headquarters,  the  dispirited  feeling  of  the  Chevaliers,  the  non-active  and 
dormant  condition  of  Cantons  and  officers,  resulting  from  the  non-acknowl- 
edgment of  fees  forwarded,  and  commissions  called  for,  but  not  issued,  had 
well  nigh  paralyzed  this  most  valuable  branch  of  our  work. 

To  remove  these  embarrassments,  revive  activity,  restore  confidence,  and 
place  dormant  Cantons  in  active  relationship,  has  been  a  labor  of  no  ordin- 
ary magnitude,  to  which  the  Department  Commanders  have  addressed  them- 
selves with  a  most  commendable  zeal,  and  which  has  so  engrossed  their  at- 
tention, that  returns  as  required  by  Section  107  have  been  quite  impossible. 
The  new  Code  and  its  application  to  existing  conditions,  has  also  greatly 
added  to  their  labors.  So  far  as  reported,  this  Branch  is  everywhere  reviving, 
and  by  another  year,  it  is  presumed  will  have  progressed  so  far  that  full  re- 
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ports  from  all  the  Departments  will  be  made.  I  call  the  special  attention  of 
Department  Commanders  to  the  Schedule  Report  of  the  Adjutant  General,  as 
emphasizing  their  duty  for  the  coming  year. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  time  during  the  year  such  completeness  of  or- 
ganization will  have  been  reached  that  there  will  be  a  general  desire  expressed 
by  Cantons  and  Department  Commanders,  for  a  General  Canton  Branch,  in 
which  event  it  will  afford  the  Commander-in  Chief  the  greatest  pleasure  to 
order  such  a  gathering. 

In  this  connection,  I  must  earnestly  bespeak  for  the  Military  Branch,  the 
earnest  and  cordial  co-operation  of  the  entire  Encampment  Branch.  Every 
Patriarch,  as  he  desires  the  prosperity  of  the  Order,  should  lend  his  influence 
and  give  cordial  support  to  the  Cantons.  He  should  be  allied  to  them,  either 
as  an  active  or  honorarv  member. 

In  his  Lodge  he  should  constantly  labor  to  add  to  the  membership  of  his 
Encampment.  That  Branch  at  present  does  not  number  the  half  it  should, 
and  the  Militant  Branch  is  less  than  one-fourth  of  what  its  proportionate 
strength  should  be.  By  a  little  effort  on  the  part  of  each,  the  proper  equi- 
librium between  the  several  Branches  can  be  reached,  and  the  highest  pros- 
perity attained." 

DECISIONS. 

A  large  number  of  decisions  were  rendered  by  the  Grand  Sire  and  reported 
to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  so  far  as  they  relate  to  this  branch  of 
the  Order,  refer  to  the  Patriarchs  Militant.  And  we  here  copy  the  same  as 
rendered  by  the  Grand  Sire,  all  of  which  were  subsequently  approved  by  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  except  as  hereinafter  stated. 

"  The  same  causes  that  have  led  to  doubt  and  uncertainty,  under  the  Re- 
bekah  Code,  exist  in  the  Code  for  the  government  of  the  Military  Branch, 
The  repealing  clause  (131)  leaves  nothing  but  the  Code  for  its  government,. 
except  '  the  Ceremonies,  Rituals,  secret  work,  military  tactics,  uniforms  and 
equipment,  not  consistent  with  the  Code.' 

Neither  sections  of  the  Digest,  1117,  1118,  1119,  1130,  1131,  1146,  1147,  1151^ 
1153,  E154,  and,  perhaps,  others,  come  under  either  ot  the  above  exceptions. 
Are  they  by  Section  131  of  the  Code  repealed?  If  so,  they  should  be  restored,, 
being  sound  law  and  quite  necessary  for  the  perfection  and  proper  discipline 
of  the  Military  Branch. 

There  may  be  other  general  laws,  or  judicial  decisions,  heretofore  found  to 
be  necessary  for  the  proper  regulation  and  government  of  this  Branch — not 
embraced  in  the  Code — that  ought  to  be  continued  in  force.  A  sweeping  re- 
pealing clause,  like  the  ones  above  referred  to,  is  dangerous  legislation  to  at- 
tach to  any  new  law. 

The  decisions  upon  this  Branch  heretofore  attached  will  disclose  some  of 
the  ambiguities  of  the  Code,  and  some  inconsistencies,  which  ought  to  be 
removed.  As  a  whole,  however,  it  is  proving  quite  acceptable,  and  the  mili- 
tary arm  is  acquiring  unity,  strength  and  efficiency  under  it.  No  effort  should 
be  spared  to  perfect  it  in  every  detail,  as  a  most  necessary  and  indispensable 
adjunct  in  the  growth  of  the  Order. 

I  call  special  attention  to  what  I  deem  two  glaring  defects  in  its  provisions  : 

First.  In  all  Departments  having  no  Council,  non-commissioned  warrants 
are  issued  at  a  charge  of  fifty  cents  each  (85).  Department  Councils  must 
pay  for  the  same,  in  blank,  seventy-five  cents  each. 

Second.  Aids  on  Staff  of  Commander-in-Chief,  for  commissions  with  rank 
of  Lieutenant-Colonel,  are  each  charged  $7.00,  while  a  Lieutenant-Coloners 
commission  is  but  $3.00, 

I  have  held  that  the  commission  of  every  officer,  elected  or  staff,  should  be 
the  same,  and  graded  by  the  rank  the  office  gives  him. 

In  these  two  respects  the  law  should  be  amended.  Other  defects  in  the 
Code  will  appear  in  the  following  questions  and  decisions : 
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33-  Question— Judge  Advocate  General  and  Assistant  Judge  Advocate, 
being  abolished  by  the  Code,  and  the  Degree  of  Chivalry  requiring  the  as- 
sistance of  a  "Judge  Advocate,"  what  staff  officer  must  be  substituted  in  his 
place  ? 

Answer— Section  121  empowers  the  Department  Commander  to  "  delegate 
his  authority  to  confer  the  Degree  to  any  commissioned  officer  he  may  select." 
As  the  greater  includes  the  less,  if  he  can  delegate  his  entire  authority,  he 
can  delegate  a  part  of  it,  and  may  select  any  commissioned  officer  to  assist 
him.  Both  of  these  offices  should  be  restored,  or  those  offices  in  the  Decora- 
tion and  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry  abolished. 

35.  Question,  Section  66  provides  that  all  officers  entitled  to  staffs  shall 
appoint  the  same,  and  section  103  provides  that  the  Chevalier  elected  Secre- 
tary of  the  Department  Council  shall  be  ex  officio  Assistant  Adjutant-General 
on  the  staff  of  the  Department  Commander. 

Are  we  to  understand  that  the  Department  Co^imander  has  not  the  author- 
ity to  appoint  his  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  or  is  he  entitled  to  two  ? 

Answer.  There  is  no  conflict  between  Sections  66  and  103,  as  66  provides 
for  officers  appointing  their  own  staff,  ''except  as  oM^rze/Z^d' provided."  Sec- 
tion 103  provides  for  the  election  of  one  staff  officer— a  little  incongruous — as 
a  selection  by  the  Department  Commander  of  his  Assistant  Adjutant-General 
would  be  likely  to  secure  better  service.  But  such  is  the  law,  and  at  present 
must  be  conformed  to. 

36.  Question— A  Department  Commander,  under  the  law  of  '93,  appoints 
upon  his  staff  an  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  who  procures  his  uniform  and 
qualifies  for  office.  He  is  not  Secretary  of  the  Department  Council.  His 
commission  is  issued  just  before  the  passage  of  the  Code  of  '94.  Is  he  still 
Assistant  Adjutant-General,  or  does  the  Code  remove  him  from  the  office  ? 

Answer.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  entire  harmony  between  Sections  10 
and  103.     The  sharper  conflict  is  between  Sections  76  and  103. 

Had  the  Code  provided  that  all  appointments  of  staff  officers  made  prior  to 
its  passage  should  stand  until  the  term  of  their  appointment  expired,  this 
question  would  not  have  arisen.  I  can  not,  however,  believe  that  it  was  the 
intention  of  the  S.  G.  ly.  to  legislate  any  one  out  of  office  by  implication,  as 
that  is  against  the  principles  of  sound  legislation.  If  such  be  the  intention 
it  should  be  specifically  declared.  I  shall,  therefore,  hold  that  the  appoint- 
ment must  stand  until  the  term  of  his  commission  shall  have  expired.  (De- 
cided to  three  jurisdictions.) 

37.  Question— Will  officers,  who  by  express  provision  of  the  new  Code 
are  retired,  be  entitled  to  retired  commissions,  as  those  were  under  the  Code 
of  '93?  . 

Answer — They  will. 

38.  Question — Who  are  entitled  to  seats  in  a  Department  Council  under 
the  new  Code  ? 

Answer — Captains,  Lieutenants  and  Knsigns,  of  Cantons ;  Majors,  of  Bat- 
talions; Colonels  and  Lieutenant-Colonels,  of  Regiments;  Brigadiers,  of 
Brigades,  and  Major-Generals,  of  Divisions ;  but  no  staff  officers.  (Decided 
to  seven  jurisdictions.) 

39.  Question — Should  all  Canton  taxes  paid  after  April,  1894,  be  refunded  ? 
Answer — Yes. 

40.  Question— Can  Chevaliers  be  allowed  to  vote  by  proxy  under  the  new 
Code  ? 

Answer — Voting  by  proxy  is  not  personal  voting.  No  one  can  vote  thus 
except  by  special  permission.  This  permission  must  be  granted  by  specific 
law.    No  such  law  existing,  no  one  can  be  permitted  to  so  vote. 

41.  Question — Can  a  Chevalier  be  tried  for  an  offense  until  the  Depart- 
ment Council  has  prepared  a  trial  code  according  to  Section  109  ?  If  so,  by 
what  Code  ? 

Answer — Yes ;  by  any  recognized  Code  in  use  in  other  branches  of  the 
Order,  provided  all  the  conditions  expressed  in  Section  110  are  fully  complied 
with. 
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42,  Question — Are  Councils  organized  under  the  laws  of  1893  broken  up 
by  the  Code  of  1894,  so  that  a  new  organization  must  be  immediately  formed? 

Answer — No ;  but  if  any  meeting  is  called,  or  held  subsequent  to  its  pas- 
sage, it  must  conform  in  membership  and  their  manner  of  selection  to  the 
new  Code.  All  of  its  By-Laws  not  in  harmony  with  it  are  null  and  void,  and 
must  be  amended  so  as  to  conform  also. 

44.  Question — Can  a  Canton  that  has  lost  its  charter  or  warrant,  [obtain 
another  ? 

Answer — Though  there  is  no  provision  of  law  in  regard  to  it,  I  hold,  that 
upon  satisfactory  proof  of  its  loss  or  destruction,  a  duplicate  may  be  issued 
in  analogy  to  similar  cases  in  a  Subordinate  L/odge,  and  upon  the  same  rela- 
tive terms.     (Decided  to  two  jurisdictions.) 

45.  Question— In  the  reorganization  of  a  Department  under  the  Code  of 
1893,  are  the  officers  who  are  retired  by  that  Code  entitled  to  a  return  of  that 
portion  of  their  fee  for  their  commissions  for  the  unexpired  part  of  their 
official  term  ? 

Answer — They  are  not.  By  Section  77  of  the  Code  of  1894,  they  are  placed 
on  the  retired  list,  and  the  commission  they  were  holding  at  the  time  is  made 
a  retiring  commission  with  the  retired  rank  designated  by  the  commission. 

46.  Question — In  taking  a  new  member  into  a  Troop  of  L/ancers  and  mak- 
ing him  a  file  chevalier,  from  whom  must  his  commission  come  ? 

Is  there  any  fee  for  his  commission,  or  does  he  come  in  as  before  the 
Codes  of  1893  and  1894,  under  Army  Headquarters? 

Answer — First.  The  special  laws  creating  and  governing  the  "  Turm  of 
Horse,"  as  it  existed  when  "  Army  Headquarters "  were  abolished  are  not 
disturbed  by  either  Code  of  1893  or  1894,  except  those  providing  for  additional 
organizations.     They  are  abolished.     (See  Section  iii  of  '93  and  51  of  '94.) 

Second.  Section  73,  of  the  Code  of  '94,  takes  the  place  of  Section  118  of  the 
Code  of  '93.  and  that  section  took  the  place  of  Section  297  of  the  original  law. 
Section  73,  therefore,  has  taken  all  power  to  issue  commissions  where  there 
is  a  Department  Council  organized,  from  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  vested 
it  in  the  Department  Commander,  except  his  commission. 

Third.  The  fees  for  all  commissions,  retired  or  otherwise,  were  in  the 
general  law  not  in  the  special  laws  creating  the  "  Turm  of  Horse."  They  are 
all  abolished,  and  the  Code  provisions  are  substituted  in  their  place.  By  this 
alone,  therefore,  the  "  Turm  of  Horse"  must  be  governed. 

47.  Question.  Can  a  Captain  of  a  Canton  who  is  suspended  from  his  Bn- 
campment,  be  immediately  dropped  from  the  roll,  his  office  be  declared  vacant 
by  the  Department  Commander,  and  an  election  of  Captain  ordered  ? 

Answer.     Yes. 

48.  Question,  Has  a  Captain  or  Lieutenant,  in  opening  a  Canton,  author- 
ity to  order  a  Colonel  or  Major,  who  belongs  to  the  Canton,  to  fall  in  with  the 
other  Chevaliers  ? 

Answer.     Yes,  if  present  not  in  their  official  capacity. 

49  Question.  Do  commissions  issued  prior  to  the  Code  of  '94  continue 
until  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  they  are  issued,  or  do  they  expire  April 
26,  1894? 

Answer.  Section  67  provides  that  the  term  of  office  "  shall  be  held  to  com- 
mence with  the  26th  of  April  nearest  in  point  of  time  to  the  date  of  the  com- 
mission." This  provision  legislates  out  of  office,  April  26,  1894,  all  whose 
commissions  bear  date  prior  to  October  26,  1893.  All  whose  commissions 
bear  date  subsequent  to  October  26,  1893,  will  hold  over  until  April  26,  1895. 
Equity  would  seem  to  require  that  all  thus  retired  by  force  of  positive  law 
should  be  deemed  holding  a  retired  commission  of  the  rank  held  when  re- 
tired. Section  77  of  the  Code  specifically  so  declares,  in  regard  to  all  officers 
retired  by  the  Code  of  '93,  which,  by  analogy,  I  hold  to  apply  to  those  retired 
by  Section  67. 

50.     Question.     Can  the  Department  Commander  or  Commander-in-Chief 
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authorize  a  Canton  to  change  its  place  of  meeting,  and  meet  at  a  different 
place  than  that  fixed  by  the  by-laws  ? 

Answer.     Neither  can  if  by  "place"  is  meant  town,  village  or  city. 

51.  Question — Can  past  officers,  as  such,  be  admitted  to  membership  in 
Department  Councils,  with  all  the  privileges  of  members,  provided  they  ob- 
tain retired  commissions? 

Answer — They  can  not. 

52.  Question — Does  the  last  sentence  of  Section  77  apply  to  an  officer  fill- 
ing a  vacancy  ? 

Answer — It  does  not.     Such  terms  must  expire  with  the  vacancy. 

53.  Question — Is  the  fee  for  the  commission  of  Department  Commander  to 
be  paia  to  the  Department  Council  or  to  the  Adjutant-General? 

Answer — Though  the  Code  does  not" specify  where  it  shall  be  paid,  yet  as 
Section  73  provides  that  the  commission  shall  be  issued  by  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  attested  by  the  Adjutant-General,  and  Section  84  states  what  fees 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Department  Council,  and  this  is  not  among  them,  it  must 
be  paid  to  the  Adjutant-General,  the  law  being  silent  as  to  where  it  shall  be 
paid 

54.  Question — Has  a  Department  Commander  authority  to  grant  a  petition 
to  a  Canton  to  change  its  name  ? 

Answer — Under  the  general  power  conferred  by  Section  97,  he  has,  if 
authorized  by  the  Department  Council.     (Section  37. ) 

55.  Question — Has  a  Canton  the  right  to  turn  out  and  parade  on  Sunday, 
or  can  the  Grand  Sire  grant  permission  for  it  to  do  so  ? 

Answer — It  has  not  such  right,  except  at  a  funeral  or  some  similar  gather- 
ing. 

56.  Question — Where  there  are  two  Brigades  in  a  Department,  whose  Com- 
manders are  of  equal  rank,  and  one  of  them  is  elected  Department  Comman- 
der, does  he  rank  as  Major-General,  or  what  rank  does  he  hold  under  the  last 
sentence  of  Section  8  ? 

Answer — Sections  5,  7  and  9  are  controlling.  He  can  not  rank  as  Major- 
General  until  a  division  is  formed.  That  sentence  can  only  mean  that  he  out- 
ranks the  other  Brigadier  in  command,  as  officers  of  the  same  grade  outrank 
each  other  according  to  date  of  commission. 

57.  Question — Can  a  retired  officer  act  upon  the  staff  of  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  provided  he  holds  a  retired  commission  of  the  rank  required  for 
such  staff  officer,  without  taking  out  a  new  commission  ? 

Answer — He  ought  to  be  permitted  so  to  do,  and  I  hold  that  he  may. 

58.  Question — Can  Chevaliers  be  admitted  to  Council  meetings  ? 
Answer— Yes,  but  as  visitors  only,  unless  elected  as  members  in  accord- 
ance with  the  By-Ivaws  of  the  Council. 

59  Question  — Can  the  officers  of  the  Department  Council  vote  on  ques- 
tions before  it? 

Answer — Not  unless  they  are  members  by  virtue  of  Section  102. 

60.  Question — Under  Sections  8  and  59,  can  Chevaliers  of  the  Regiment 
in  a  Department,  having  a  Regiment,  and  a  first  separate  Battalion,  the  Colonel 
of  the  Regiment  being  Department  Commander,  vote  for  the  Colonel  and 
Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  first  separate  Battalion  in  the  organization  of  that 
Regiment  ? 

Answer — No. 

In  the  foregoing,  the  statement  by  the  Grand  Sire  :  "  I  have  held  that  the 
commission  of  every  officer,  elected  or  staff,  should  be  the  same,  and  graded 
by  the  rank  the  office  gives  him,"  and  question  and  answer  No,  56  were  dis- 
proved, and  the  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  in  relation 
thereto  was  adopted: 

*'  The  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  were  referred  the  decisions  of  the 
Grand  Sire,  would  report  as  follows  : 

"  On  page  7  of  the  Grand  Sire's  report  we  find  a  reference  to  the  fact  that 
the  Code  of  1894  fixes  the  price  of  commissions  to  aids  on  staff  of  the  Com- 
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mander-in-Chief  at  seven  dollars,  while  commissions  for  Colonels  and  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonels are  fixed  at  a  lower  rate ;  which  reference  is  followed  by  the 
following  words : 

'  I  have  held  that  the  Commission  of  every  officer,  elected  or  staff,  should 
be  the  same,  and  graded  by  the  rank  the  office  gives  him.' " 

In  this  conclusion  we  can  not  concur.  This  Grand  Lodge  has  distinctly, 
and  without  ambiguity,  enacted  that  the  staff  officers  shall  pay  a  higher  price, 
possibly  deeming  it  best  that  favor  should  be  shown  to  those  whose  rank  is 
earned  by  service  and  by  election  over  those  who  gain  rank  by  appointment ; 
and  it  is  not  within  the  power  of  any  judicial  authority  to  repeal  that  law, 
however  desirable  such  repeal  may  be. 

This  committee  also  finds  it  impossible  to  concur  in  the  decision  which  is 
numbered  56.  We  see  no  incongruity  between  an  enactment  in  Section  7, 
that  the  Commander  of  a  Division  shall  be  a  Major-General  and  another  en- 
actment in  Section  8,  that  a  Department  Commander,  where  there  are  two 
Brigades  in  his  Department,  shall  also  be  a  Major-General,  or  hold  any  other 
rank  one  grade  above  that  held  by  his  highest  subordinate.  The  idea,  now 
embodied  in  Section  8,  that  where  there  were  in  a  Department  two  or  more 
bodies  of  equal  rank,  the  elected  Department  Commander  should  advance  one 
grade  in  rank,  was  proposed  in  1893,  ^^^  ^^^  stricken  out  and  the  words  'the 
senior  officer '  were  inserted  where  they  now  appear  in  Section  7.  But  the 
principal  of  advancing  the  Department  Commander  one  grade  in  rank  above 
the  officers  he  was  to  command,  was  enacted  into  law,  and  this  committee  can 
see  no  propriety  in  annulling  this  legislation.  We  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved^  That  the  decisions  above  mentioned  be  not  approved. 

APPEAI^S. 

The  question  of  the  right  of  a  Subordinate  Encampment  to  invest  its 
funds  in  the  capital  stock  of  an  Association  of  Odd  Fellows  was  presented  in 
the  case  of  Massasoit  Encampment  No.  i,  of  Massachusetts,  v.  the  Grand  En- 
campment of  Massachusetts,  on  appeal  from  that  jurisdiction.  And  it  was 
held  in  that  case  that  the  Grand  Encampment  can  not  control  its  subordi- 
nates in  the  investment  of  its  funds,  except  when  the  same  are  palpably  be- 
yond a  reasonable  amount  and  that  in  that  case,  where  the  proposed  invest- 
ment was  $1000,  and  where  the  invested  funds  of  the  Encampment  amounted 
to  more  than  $10,000,  that  such  investment  was  not  unreasonable. 

I,EGlSI.ATlON. 

Provision  was  made  authorizing  Grand  Bodies,  in  lieu  of  Regalia,  to  pre- 
scribe certain  ribbons  or  badges  for  use  at  the  Grand  Session,  and  the  exact 
legislation  on  that  subject  is  as  follows : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  last  Clause  of  Article  22,  of  the  By-Laws  of  this  Sover- 
eign Grand  Lodge,  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  after  the  words  '  to  wear,' 
the  following :  '  Provided,  that  Grand  Bodies  may  adopt  a  badge  of  uniform 
size  and  design,  the  color  to  conform  with  existing  regulations.'  The  clause 
as  amended  to  read  as  follows  :  '  At  sessions  of  Grand  Bodies,  in  lieu  of  Re- 
galia hereinbefore  described,  a  ribbon  may  be  worn  of  the  color  of  the  high- 
est Degree  the  member  has  attained,  having  attached  thereto  any  jewel  which 
he  is  entitled  or  required  to  wear ;  provided,  that  Grand  Bodies  may  adopt  a 
badge  of  uniform  size  and  design,  the  color  to  conform  with  existing  regula- 
tions." 

A  telegraph  cipher  and  key  were  reported  for  approval  by  the  Committee 
on  Legislation  which  we  believe  was  adopted,  although  the  printed  journal 
does  not  seem  to  refer  to  that  report  by  number.  That  telegraphic  code  as 
reported  is  as  follows : 

"  Your  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  of 
Representatives   Bingham   and  Aydelott,  of  Tennessee,  in  regard  to  cheap 
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mode  of  telegraphic  communication,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  care- 
fully considered  the  subject,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  adoption  of  said 
resolution  would  be  the  means  of  a  great  saving  to  the  various  Subordinate 
lyodges,  therefore  recommend  that  said  resolution  be  adopted.  We  further 
recommend  the  following  to  be  used  as  the  cipher  and  key  : 

TElyEGRAPH   CIPHER  AND   KEY. 

House — Is  in  our  city,  holding  a  Visiting  Card  from  your  L/odge,  and  ask- 
ing of  us  financial  assistance. 

Funds — Shall  we  aid  him,  and  draw  on  you  to  the  extent  of    ...  ? 

Cash — Is  in  our  city  asking  financial  assistance,  and  claims  membership  in 
your  lyodge  in  good  standing. 

River — Has  your  lyodge  a  member  in  good  standing  by  the  name  of  .    .    .  ? 

Boat — He  is  an  expelled  member  and  has  not  been  in  good  standing  for 

White— We  don't  know  any  such  party,  and  he  does  not  belong  to  our 
Lodge. 

Grip — Draw  on  us  for  the  amount  of  expenses  incurred. 

Caution — Look  out  for  a  fraud  named    .    .    . 

Secretary — He  has  a  fraudulent  card. 

Final — A  member  of  your  Lodge  died  here. 

Block — He  is  a  fraud,  and  if  he  has  a  card  or  other  papers  from  this  Lodge 
they  are  forgeries. 

Red — Holding  a  Visiting  Card  from  your  Lodge,  and  here. 

Green  -Wire  instructions  to  us  at  once  as  to  the  disposition  of  his  remains. 

Yellow— Is  in  our  city  and  very  sick.  Claims  membership  in  your  Lodge. 
Shall  we  give  him  attendance  on  your  account  ? 

Purple — We  think  best  to  bury  him  there. 

Lodge — Forward  remains  to  this  place  by    .    .    . 

Regalia— Assist  him  and  we  will  honor  the  draft  to  the  extent  of   .    .    . 

Help — Will  your  Lodge  pay  nurse  hire,  and  how  much  per  day  ? 

It  was  further  provided  that  charges  should  be  preferred  against  a  member 
of  the  Order  convicted  of  a  crime,  and  that  resolution  is  in  these  words : 

"  Resolved,  When  a  member  of  the  Order  is  convicted  of  a  crime  and  is 
sentenced  and  is  serving  a  term  in  a  State  prison,  charges  shall  be  preferred 
agaiUvSt  him  in  the  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member,  and  upon  the  facts  being 
established  and  the  member  fully  identified,  he  must  be  expelled." 

Certain  changes  were  made  in  the  law  in  relation  to  the  Dismissal  Certifi- 
cates, and  that  legislation  is  as  follows  : 

"  Resolved,  That  Section  672,  White's  Digest,  1889,  be  amended  by  striking- 
therefrom  the  words,  '  Dismissal  Certificate,'  in  the  fourteenth  line,  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  words,  '  Certificate  showing  that  he  has  resigned 
his  membership.'  The  section  as  amended  will  read  as  follows  :  "  That  any 
member  of  any  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment  of  the  Order,  upon 
change  of  residence,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  applying  for  membership  in 
any  Lodge  or  Encampment  without  first  applying  for  a  withdrawal  card  from 
the  Subordinate  Body  in  which  he  holds  membership,  by  first  obtaining  a 
Visiting  Card  from  such  Body  and  depositing  the  same  in  the  Lodge  or  En- 
campment in  which  he  seeks  to  obtain  membership.  Upon  election  of  such 
Brother  by  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  to  which  he  shall  apply  for  member- 
ship, said  body  shall  notify  the  body,  of  which  he  is  a  member,  of  such  elec- 
tion, when,  being  free  from  all  charges  and  the  payment  of  all  dues  and  fees,, 
upon  proper  application  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  Withdrawal  Card  or  certifi- 
cate, showing  that  he  has  resigned  his  membership.  Upon  deposit  of  said 
card  or  certificate  with  said  Lodge  or  Encampment  in  which  he  had  been 
elected,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  sign  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  be  re- 
ceived in  full  membership  from  such  time,  upon  the  payment  of  the  admis- 
sion fees  required  by  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge  or  Encampment. 
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Respectfully  report  that  we  have  considered  the  resolution,  and  are  of  the 
opinion  that  some  changes  in  the  present  law  would  be  beneficial,  ^e  offer 
the  following  resolution,  and  recommend  its  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  the  law  as  found  in  Section  670,  of  White's  Digest,  1889,  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  any  member  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment,  or 
Rebekah  Lodge  of  the  Order,  holding  a  visiting  card  in  force,  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  applying  for  membership  in  any  Lodge  or  Encampment,  or  Re- 
bekah Lodge,  without  first  applying  for  a  withdrawal  card  from  the  Subor- 
dinate Lodge  or  Encampment,  or  Rebekah  Lodge,  in  which  membership  is 
held. 

Upon  election  of  such  member  by  the  Lodge,  Encampment,  or  Rebekah 
Lodge,  to  which  application  was  made  for  membership,  said  body  shall  notify 
the  body  of  which  they  were  members,  of  such  election,  when,  being  free 
from  all  charges  and  the  payment  of  all  dues  and  fees,  upon  proper  applica- 
tion, shall  be  granted  a  withdrawal  card.  Upon  deposit  of  said  withdrawal 
card  with  said  Lodge,  Encampment,  or  Rebekah  Lodge,  to  which  they  were 
elected,  shall  be  entitled  to  sign  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  be  received 
in  full  membership  from  such  time,  upon  payment  of  admission  fees  required 
by  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge,  Encampment,  or  Rebekah  Lodge," 

It  was  also  enacted  that  the  Grand  Encampment  should  require  their 
Subordinates  to  make  annual  reports  in  relation  to  the  property  owned  by 
the  Order,  and  the  following  is  the  provision  in  relation  thereto  : 

"•  Resolved,  further,  That  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  shall 
require  their  Subordinates  to  make  annual  reports  in  relation  to  the  property 
owned  by  the  Order,  including  the  name,  number  and  location  of  Lodge  or 
Encampment;  the  size  of  lot;  the  height,  size  and  material  of  building  ;  date 
of  erection,  cost  of  property,  present  value,  indebtedness,  amount  oLinsurance^ 
net  annual  income,  size  of  lodge-room,  character  of  title,  whether  in  fee 
under  lease,  or  otherwise  ;  and  if  owned  jointh'  with  others,  what  part  owned 
by  the  Order ;  if  owned  by  a  corporation,  the  amount  and  market  value  of  the 
stock  owned  by  the  Order  ;  amount  of  money  or  securities  not  included  in 
stock  above  given,  also  cemetery  or  cemetery  lot,  and  shall  report  a  tabulated 
statement  thereof  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

CONSTITUTIONAI,   AMENDMENT. 

The  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  was  adopted : 

"  Resolved,  That  Article  16  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be 
amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  section,  to-wit: 

Section  5.  No  saloon-keeper,  bartender  or  professional  gambler  shall  be 
eligible  to  membership  in  this  Order." 

In  regard  to  this  amendment  Representative  Leedy,  of  Indiana,  introduced 
the  following : 

"  Resolved,  That  Section  5,  Chapter  16,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  adopted  at  yesterday's  session,  shall  not  be  construed  in  its  meaning 
so  as  to  affect  members  now  existing." 

And  upon  that  resolution  the  following  report  of  the  Judiciary  Committee 
was  adopted : 

"  Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution 
offered  by  Representative  Leedy,  of  Indiana,  viz.: 

'  Resolved,  That  Section  5,  of  Article  21,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  adopted  at  yesterday's  session,  shall  not  be  construed  in  its  meaning 
so  as  to  affect  membership  now  existing,  respectfully  report  that  the  general 
laws  of  our  Order  preclude  such  a  construction  of  the  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  as  indicated  by  the  foregoing  resolution. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consid- 
eration of  said  resolution.'  " 
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CANTONS. 


There  was  much  legislation  relating  to  Cantons,  and  we  herewith  append 
the  same.  The  regulation  for  caps  for  Chevaliers  and  L/ine  Officers  were  pro 
vided  by  legislation  as  shown  in  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

"Your  Committee  on  Patriarchs  Militant,  to  whom  was  referred  the  reso- 
lutions of  the  Grand  Representatives  from  Massachusetts  and  Ohio,  request- 
ing a  change  in  the  cap  for  Chevalier  and  Ivine  Officers,  have  given  the  sub- 
ject consideration,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  great  majority  of  the 
chevaliers  would  prefer  the  change  in  the  cap.  We,  therefore,  offer  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  and  recommend  their  adoption  : 

Resolved,  First.  That  the  Chevalier's  cap  shall  be  of  the  same  style  as 
that  used  by  the  Field  and  Staff  Officers  (and  known  as  the  French  Forage 
cap),  except  that  the  cap  and  sides  shall  be  of  black  cloth,  the  band  of  purple 
silk  velvet  one  inch  wide,  with  two  rows  of  Chevalier  lace,  Patriarch  Militant 
buttons  on  the  sides,  gold  cord  on  the  front  and  straight  leather  visor.  The 
embroidery  on  the  cap  shall  be  one-half  inch  silver  bullion  letters  and 
numerals  as  follows :  On  the  front  the  number  of  the  Canton,  and  in  the 
center  of  the  top  the  Chevalier's  emblem,  with  the  name  of  the  Department 
underneath.  Where  the  name  of  the  Department  shall  exceed  five  letters, 
the  abbreviations  as  printed  on  the  United  States  Postal  Guide  may  be  used. 

Second.  The  cap  for  line  officers  shall  be  the  same  as  the  Chevaliers,  ex- 
cept the  band,  which  shall  consist  of  one-inch  gold  lace  interwoven  with  two 
rows  of  one-eighth  inch  wide  scarlet  silk,  the  rows  of  silk  to  be  one-fourth 
inch  apart  and  equal  distance  from  the  edges  of  the  band. 

Third.  Nothing  in  this  resolution  shall  prevent  Cantons  now  organized, 
from  using  the  caps  already  purchased,  and  is  mandatory  only  in  reference  to 
new  Cantons  or  Cantons  that  are  purchasing  new  uniforms. 

Fourth.  All  laws  conflicting  with  the  above  resolution  are  hereby  re- 
pealed." 

Section  74  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Code  was  amended  by  adding  thereto 
the  following  words  :  "  No  commission  shall  be  issued  to  any  Chevalier  who 
is  not  in  good  standing  in  the  Canton." 

In  regard  to  the  reduction  of  the  price  of  supplies,  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  adopted : 

"  Your  Committee  on  Patriarchs  Militant,  to  whom  were  referred  the  reso- 
lutions of  Representatives  Comly  and  Nan  Noorden,  of  Ohio,  and  of  Repre- 
sentatives Dilcher  and  Whitlock,  of  New  York,  relative  to  the  reduction  in 
the  price  of  supplies  to  be  furnished  to  Department  Council  provided  for  in 
Section  127  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Code,  desire  to  report  that  the  Commit- 
tee have  carefully  considered  the  proposition  presented.  It  seems  to  be  the 
intention  of  this  Lodge  that  no  financial  benefit  shall  be  derived  from  this 
branch  of  fhe  Order,  and  it  appearing  that  the  fixed  price  for  warrants  and 
commissions  exceeds  the  cost  of  printing  and  engraving  and  the  expenses  in- 
curred, we  conclude  that  a  reduction  in  the  price  of  such  supplies  is  just  and 
proper,  and  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  amendment : 

Resolved,  That  Section  127  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Code  be  amended  to 
read  as  follows  : 

Section  127.  Department  Councils  will  purchase  the  supplies  above  men- 
tioned from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  at  a  discount  of  fifty  per  cent,  from 
the  prices  quoted.  They  will  also  procure  the  following  supplies  from  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  prices  here  stated : 

Blank  Warrants  for  Cantons,  each .  $1  00 

Officers'  Commissions,  active  or  retired,  each     ....  25 

Non-Commissioned  Officers' Warrants,  each 25  ^ 

Certificates  of  Honorable  Discharge,  each 10 

Proclamations  for  Degree  Work 75 

A  Code  for  the  government  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  was  adopted  which 
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we  believe  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  set  forth  in  this  report  in  full. 
The  resolution  creating  such  legislation,  and  adopted  as  stated  above,  is  as 
follows : 

"Your  Committee  on  Patriarchs  Militant  have  carefully  considered  the 
changes  in  the  Code  of  Ivaws  suggested  by  the  Grand  Sire,  and  would  recom- 
mend the  following  amendments,  which  we  think  will  cover  the  various 
points  and  remedy  the  conflicting  sections  to  which  reference  has  been  made. 
Amend  Section  4  by  inserting  after  the  word  division,  in  third  line,  the  words 
'as  the  strength  of  the  forces  will  permit,  and  the  Commander-in-Chief,  the 
Department  Council,  or  the  Department  Commander  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
direct,'  and  strike  out  the  word  'and'  in  the  third  line,  so  that  the  section 
shall  read  as  amended  : 

Section  4.  The  Cantons  in  each  Jurisdiction  shall  be  organized  into  bat- 
talions, regiments,  brigades  and  divisions,  as  the  strength  of  the  forces  will 
permit,  and  the  Commander-in-Chief,  the  Department  Council  or  the  Depart- 
ment Commander  shall  from  time  to  time  direct. 

Section  5  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  '  Cantons '  in  second 
line,  '  a  separate  battalion  shall  consist  of  six  to  nine  Cantons,'  and  to  further 
amend  by  striking  out  the  word  '  three '  wherever  it  appears  and  inserting 
the  word  '  two  '  in  place  thereof,  and  strike  out  the  proviso  so  that  the  section 
as  amended  will  read: 

Section  5.  A  Battalion  shall  consist  of  nob  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
five  Cantons,  a  separate  Battalion  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  three 
Regimental  Battalions,  aggregating  not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  nine 
Cantons — a  Regiment  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  Regimental 
Battalions,  consisting  of  not  less  than  ten  Cantons,  a  Brigade  of  not  less  than 
two  regiments,  a  Division  of  not  less  than  two  Brigades. 

Section  7  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  '  follows  '  in  second 
line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof^  'A  Department  Commander,  the  ranking 
officer  whose  military  title  shall  correspond  with  the  forces  under  his  com- 
mand.' 

A  Major-General  for  a  Division. 

A  Brigadier-General  for  a  Brigade. 

A  Colonel  and  lyieutenant-Colonel  for  each  Regiment. 

A  Lieutenant-Colonel  for  each  separate  Battalion. 

A  Major  for  each  Regimental  Battalion. 

A  Captain  commanding  each  Canton. 

A  Lieutenant  second  in  command  of  a  Canton. 

An  Ensign  third  in  command  of  a  Canton — a  warrant  officer  to  be  clerk  of 
a  Canton. 

A  warrant  officer  to  be  accountant  of  the  Canton.  The  appointed  officers 
of  a  Canton  shall  be  a  standard  bearer,  a  guard,  a  sentinel  and  a  picket,  who 
shall  rank  in  the  order  named. 

Section  8  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  '  battalion  '  in  the  third 
line  'a  separate  battalion,'  so  that  the  section  will  read  when  amended : 

Section  8.  When  a  department  consists  of  a  single  organized  body  of 
Patriarchs  Militant  as  a  Canton,  a  Battalion,  a  separate  Battalion,  a  Regiment 
or  a  Brigade,  the  commanding  officer  thereof  shall  also  be  Department  Com- 
mander, but  where  there  are  two  or  more  bodies  whose  commanders  are  of 
equal  rank,  a  Department  Commander  shall  be  elected  whose  rank  shall  be 
one  grade  higher  than  that  of  any  other  officer  commanding  in  the  Depart- 
ment, but  no  Department  Commander  shall  be  required  by  this  section  to 
vacate  his  office  until  his  commission  shall  have  expired. 

Section  18  be  amended  by  adding  thereto,  '  as  well  as  the  Canton,'  so  that 
the  section  will  read  as  amended : 

Section  18.  The  Degree  of  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  be  open  to  Patri- 
archs of  the  Royal  Purple  Degree  everywhere.  The  condition  necessary  for 
receiving  or  retaining  membership  is,  good  standing  in  a  regular  Encamp- 
ment of  the  Order  as  well  as  in  the  Cantons. 
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Section  19  be  amended  as  to  make  three  the  requisite  number  for  the  In- 
vestigating Committee  on  an  application  for  membership. 

Section  30  be  amendeded  by  inserting  after  the  word  '  Council '  in  second 
line,  '  or  Department  Commander  when  the  Council  is  not  in  session  '  and 
strike  out  after  the  word  Commander-in-Chief  in  third  line '  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Department.' 

Section  27  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  '  full '  in  the  second  line 
and  the  '  undress  '  in  the  third  line  and  insert  in  place  of  the  latter  word  the 
word  '  fatigue,'  so  that  the  section  will  read  : 

Section  27.  When  a  Chevalier  as  such  visits  a  subordinate,  he  must  be 
clothed  in  uniform  either  the  full  dress  or  the  fatigue,  but  he  can  not  occupy 
any  chair  or  do  the  work  of  any  officer  in  a  Subordinate  I/Odge  while  dressed 
in  P.  M.  uniform. 

Amended  Section  30  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  30.  Warrants  for  Cantons  shall  be  granted  by  the  Department 
Council  or  Department  Commander  when  the  Council  is  not  in  session,  or 
where  there  is  no  Council,  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  All  warrants  shall  be 
on  the  form  provided  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  lyodge.  All  applicants  for 
warrants  to  establish  Cantons  shall  provide  themselves  with  the  regulation 
uniform,  and  shall  appear  dressed  in  the  same  on  mustering  in  of  the  Canton. 

Section  34  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  close  of  the  section,  '  previous  to 
the  muster  of  the  Canton.'       • 

Section  37  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  '  Council '  in  second 
line,  '  or  if  no  Council,  to  the  Commander-in-Chief,'  and  to  further  amend  by 
adding  after  the  word  '  Council '  in  fifth  line,  '  or  Commander-in-Chief,'  so 
that  as  amended  the  section  will  read  : 

It  must  forward 
a  petition  to  the  Department  Council,  or  if  there  be  no  Department  Council,, 
to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  setting  forth  such  desire,  and  giving  the  reasons 
therefor,  and  the  Department  Council  or  the  Commander-in-Chief  may  grant 
or  refu<?e  the  permission. 

Section  40  be  amended  by  inserting  between  the  words  such  and  by-laws 
in  third  line,  the  word  '  additional,'  so  that  as  amended  the  section  will  read  : 

Section  40.  A  uniform  Code  of  By-Laws  may  be  prepared  for  each  De- 
partment by  the  Department  Council ;  but  each  Canton  may  adopt  such  ad- 
ditional By-Laws  as  may  seem  proper,  provided  the  same  do  not  conflict  with 
this  Code  or  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  Order.  Such  By-Laws  shall  not 
take  effect  until  approved  by  the  Department  Council,  or  during  its  recess  by 
the  Department  Commander. 

Section  41  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  '  impressions  '  in  first; 
line  at  top  of  page  16,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  '  design  '  or' 

*  description ; '  to  further  amend  by  striking  out  the  last  letter  of  the  word 
'  seals '  in  same  line,  so  that  when  amended  the  section  will  read : 

Section  41.  A  Canton  shall  have  a  seal  which  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Commander  of  the  Department  in  which  such  Canton  is  situated,  to  which 
officer  a  design  or  description  of  such  seal  shall  be  forwarded  for  approval 
before  the  same  shall  be  used. 

Section  43  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  '  to'  in  the  fourth  line,  the 
word  '  be,'  and  after  the  word  'muster'  the  letters  'ed,'  to  strike  out  the  word 

*  its  '  in  the  fourth  line  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  '  the  mustering,' 
so  that  when  amended  the  section  will  read : 

Section  43.  At  the  regular  annual  installation  and  muster  of  the  Cantons, 
the  countersign  shall  be  promulgated  to  Chevaliers.  Should  a  Canton  from 
any  cause  fail  to  be  mustered  on  the  day  named,  then  the  mustering  officer 
is  charged  to  proceed  with  the  installation  muster  and  inspection  of  the  Can- 
ton as  early  as  practicable  thereafter,  at  which  time  the  countersign  shall  be 
promulgated. 

Section  54  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  '  non  commissioned'  in 
the  fourth  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  '  warrant,'  so  that  as 
amended  the  section  will  read : 
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Section  54.  The  commissioned  officers  of  a  Canton  shall  consist  of  a 
'Captain,  who  shall  be  Commandant,  a  I^ieutenant  and  Ensign.  The  warrant 
officers  shall  be  a  Clerk  and  an  Accountant.  The  appointed  officers  a  Standard 
Bearer,  a  Guard  and  a  Picket,  who  shall  rank  in  the  Canton  in  the  order 
named. 

Section  57  be  amended  by  adding  thereto,  '  but  they  may  procure  them,  if 
they  so  desire,  and  a  Department  Council  may  require  that  they  shall  be 
issued,'  so  that  the  section  will  read  as  amended : 

Section  57.  The  officers  of  a  Canton  shall  perform  such  duties  as  are  en- 
•joined  in  their  charges,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the  General  I^aw  of  the  P.  M. 
or  the  By-Iyaws  of  the  Canton.  The  Guard,  Sentinel  and  Picket  do  not  re- 
quire warrants,  but  may  procure  them  if  they  so  desire,  and  a  Department 
Council  may  require  that  they  shall  be  issued. 

Section  67  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  'year '  in  the  fifth  line, 
*  except  in  the  institution  of  new  Cantons  or  the  filling  of  vacancies  from 
any  cause,  in  which  event  they  will  serve  until  the  regular  election  takes 
place,'  so  that  the  section  will  read  as  amended  : 

Section  67.  Canton  officers  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  officers  of  Bat- 
talions or  Regiments  for  two  years,  officers  of  Brigades  or  Divisions  for  three 
years.  All  officers  so  elected  shall  qualify  and  assume  their  respective 
positions  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year,  except  in  the  institution  of  new 
Cantons,  or  the  filling  of  vacancies  arising  from  any  cause,  in  which  event 
they  will  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  installed  or  commissioned. 
When  an  officer  is  commissioned  during  the  year,  his  term  shall  be  held  to 
commence  with  the  26th  of  April  nearest  in  point  of  time  to  date  of  his 
commission,  except  as  hereinbefore  specified. 

Section  70,  strike  out  the  word  '  non-commissioned '  in  third  line,  so  that 
as  amended,  the  section  will  read  : 

Section  70.  In  no  instance  shall  an  officer  muster  the  officers-elect  of 
Cantons  until  commissions  and  warrants  are  received,  except  under  special 
instructions  from  the  Commander-in-Chief  or  Department  Commander. 

Section  73,  insert  after  the  word  '  commission  '  in  first  line,  *  or  warrant,' 
and  after  the  words  '  Department  Commander '  in  eighth  line,  *  and  commis- 
sions and  warrants  for  officers  in  a  Department  having  no  Council,'  so  that 
the  section  will  read,  when  amended : 

Section  73.  All  commissions  or  warrants  of  officers  in  a  Department 
having  a  Department  Council  (except  for  the  Department  Commander)  shall 
be  issued  by  the  Department  Commander,  attested  by  the  Adjutant  or  Assistant 
Adjutant-General,  but  they  shall  be  in  the  form  provided  by  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  bear  the  signature  of  the  Adjutant-General.

the  section  will  read  : 

Section  77.  All  officers  retired  by  reason  of  any  changes  in  the  laws  of 
the  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  be  placed  on  the  list  of  past  officers  without  loss 
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of  their  military  title.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  such  officers  to  obtain  a 
retired  commission,  but  the  commissions  held  by  them  at  the  time  of  their 
retirement  shall  be  considered  as  retired  commissions,  with  the  retired  rank 
designated  by  the  commission.

Your  Committee  on  the  death  of  P.  G.  P.  N.  P.  Howard  beg  leave  to  report  : 

Noble  P.  Howard,  M.  D.,  Past  Grand  Patriarch,  died  at  his  home  in  Green- 
field, August  25,  1895,  aged,  72  years,  11  months  and  14  days. 

Bro.  Howard  was  initiated  in  1853  in  Pendleton  Lodge,  No.  88,  and  on  July 
21,  1853,  he  became  a  charter  member  of  Greenfield  Lodge,  No,  135,  and  con- 
tinued to  be  an  active  member  until  his  death.  He  soon  passed  the  chairs 
and  was  admitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  July  18,  1854. 

He  was  also  a  charter  member  of  Humphreys  Encampment,  No.  49,  and 
was  admitted  to  this  Grand  Encampment,  November  19,  i860. 

Odd  Fellowship  to  him  was  a  guide  in  practical  humanity,  filling  his  soul 
with  charity  for  the  failures  and  faults  of  others,  and  his  active  life  full  of 
benevolence  in  helping  the  weak.  He  was  of  strong  personality,  yet  as  kind 
and  gentle  as  a  maiden ;  and  surrounded  by  a  large  number  of  devoted  personal 
friends  he  closed  his  days  of  work  and  went  to  the  glories  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  above.

To  the  Grand  Encampment  I.  O.  0.  F.  of  Indiana : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  death  of  P.  G.  Representative 
Peter  S.  Hoffman,  respectfully  report : 

Past  Grand  Representative  Peter  S.  HofFmah  died  at  his  home  in  the  City 
of  Chicago,  September  18,  1895,  in  the  72d  year  of  his  age. 

He  was  initiated  into  the  Order  in  Charity  Lodge,  No.  7,  at  Lancaster,  Ohio, 
May  6,  1844.  His  zeal  in  the  cause  was  manifested  in  the  fact  that  during  the 
same  year  he  took  his  card  from  that  Lodge  to  enable  him  to  assist  in  organ- 
izing Columbia  Lodge,  No.  32,  at  Circleville,  Ohio.  In  this  Lodge  he  soon 
passed  through  the  chairs  of  Noble  and  Past  Grand,  and,  although  his  home 
remained  at  Lancaster,  twenty  miles  distant,  and  his  only  mode  of  transporta- 
tion was  on  horseback,  the  records  of  that  Lodge  show  that  he  was  present 
at  every  regular  meeting  during  both  of  said  terms,  thus  making  a  record  of 
persistent  faithfulness  rarely  if  ever  equalled  in  the  history  of  the  Order. 
Such  devotion  could  only  come  from  a  heart  fully  imbued  with  the  great 
principles  of  the  Order,  and  of  its  true  beneficence  and  good  to  man. 

This  spirit  of  faithfulness  remained  with  him  to  the  end,  and  all  through 
his  life  he  remained  active  in  practicing  and  teaching  the  cardinal  virtues  of 
the  Order. 

He  came  to  Indiana  in  1846,  locating  at  Madison,  and  later  at  Richmond, 
where  he  assisted  in  organizing  Richmond  Lodge,  No.  254,  of  which  he  re- 
mained an  active  member  to  the  close  of  his  life. 

He  was  an  influential  member  of  Oriental  Encampment,  No.  28,  in  Rich- 
mond. In  1878  he  was  appointed  Grand  Representative  to  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  to  fill  a  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Grand  Representa- 
tive Edwards. 
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He  was  true  to  all  trusts  confided  to  him,  and  having  lived  beyond  the 
allotted  time  of  man  has  gone  to  his  reward. 

He  leaves  to  mourn  their  loss  a  widow  and  several  children.  To  them  we 
extend  our  sincere  sympathy  and  join  our  grief  with  theirs  in  mourning  his 
departure. 

We  recommend  that  this  memorial  occupy  a  page  in  the  published  proceed- 
ings of  this  session  and  that  a  copy  be  forwarded  to  his  family.

STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Scribe  be  and  he  is  hereby  instructed  to 
keep  on  hand,  at  all  times,  a  sufiScient  quantity  of  cards  and  supplies  to  answer 
all  calls  for  the  same  from  Subordinate  Encampments. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  hour  of  3  o'clock  be  assigned,  at  each  session, 
for  the  exemplification  of  the  unwritten  work  by  the  Grand  Representatives, 
and  that  the  nominations  and  elections  follow  immediately  thereafter. 

3.  Resolved,  That  after  the  terms  of  the  present  Grand  Officers  shall 
have  expired,  services  as  Grand  Patriarch  shall  not  of  itself  be  considered  as 
establishing  any  claim  to  an  election  to  the  office  of  Grand  Representative. — 
Proceedings  Grand  Lodge,  Novefnber  Session,  1888. 


RESOLUTIONS  OF  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE. 

Resolved,  That  a  member  of  the  Order  in  good  standing,  evidenced  by 
holding  an  unexpired  visiting  card,  issued  in  conformity  to  the  laws  of  the 
Order  by  his  Lodge  or  Encampment,  and  having  the  A.  T.  P.  W.,  being  in  dis- 
tress, or  pretending  so  to  be,  and  needing  money,  and  who  having  asked  for 
and  received  Irom  a  Lodge  or  Encampment,  or  a  member  thereof,  a  sum  of 
money,  under  the  assurance  and  promise  that  he  will  return  or  repay  the 
same  within  a  given  time,  or  so  soon  as  he  returns  home,  but  who  shall  neg- 
lect so  to  do  after  a  reasonable  time  thereafter,  without  a  satisfactory  excuse 
being  rendered,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fel- 
low ;  and  due  notice  of  such  facts  having  been  officially  communicated  to  his 
Lodge  by  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  so  loaning  him  the  money,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  his  Lodge  to  notify  him  of  such  indebtedness  or  loan,  and  to  de- 
mand payment  thereof,  and  if  he  then  refuses  or  neglects  to  pay  the  same, 
his  Lodge  shall  prefer  charges  against  him,  try  him,  and,  if  found  guilt5^  and 
without  sufficient  mitigating  circumstances,  to  expel  him  from  the  Order.

The  money  must  accompany  all  orders  for  Books,  Cards,  General  Laws, 
etc.,  and  all  orders  must  be  signed  by  the  Scribe,  and  attested  by  the  Seal  of 
the  Encampment. 

The  special  attention  of  Scribes  is  called  to  the  law  requiring  the  Seal  of 
the  Encampment  to  be  impressed  upon  all  their  official  communications.  The 
Grand  Scribe  is,  by  a  law  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  expressly  forbidden 
to  fill  orders  for  cards  not  attested  by  the  Seal  of  the  Encampment.  That 
there  may  be  no  excuse  for  non-compliance,  I  give  the  law  herewith : 

"Every  Subordinate  Encampment  shall  have  a  suitable  Seal,  a  proof 
impression  of  which  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Grand  Scribe,  and  all 
official  documents  shall  be  sealed  therewith.  The  seal  of  an  Encampment,  to 
be  authentic,  must  be  printed  or  impressed  upon  the  paper  or  instrument  it 
authenticates,  and  not  affixed  thereto." — General  Laws  Grand  Encampment 
of  Indiana,  Chapter  ZX,  Section  8. 

''Resolved,  That  Grand  Scribes  and  Grand  Secretaries  are  hereby  prohib- 
ited from  delivering  or  transmitting  Visiting  or  Withdrawal  Cards  to  any 
person  whatever,  or  to  any  Encampment  or  Lodge,  excepting  upon  the 
order  in  writing  of  an  Encampment  or  Lodge,  signed  by  its  Scribe  (in  the 
case  of  an  Encampment),  or  by  its  Secretary  (in  case  of  a  Lodge),  and 
authenticated  by  the  Official  Seal  of  the  Encampment  or  Lodge." — Journal 
G.  L.  U.  S.,p.Zi78. 

Charge  Books  and  Floor  Work  can  only  be  sent  by  express,  or  by  an 
accredited  Patriarch.  In  ordering  all  supplies,  state  whether  to  be  sent  by 
express  or  mail.  If  by  express,  state  to  what  office  or  station,  and  to  whose 
care.     If  by  mail,  send  the  requisite  number  of  stamps  to  prepay  postage. 

Inclose  a  stamp  in  all  letters  requiring  a  reply.
